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AWARD DEFENDED 
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Criticism of the bridge committee 
of city council in recommending the 
award and of city council in awarding 
the contract fur construction of’ the 
Pryer street and Central avenue via- 
ducts to the MacDougald Construc- 


tion company for $703,000, was 
auswered Monday night by Aldermuu 
W. Guy Dobbs, chairman, with an 
assertion that the bridge commiitee 
acted in good faith, saved the city 
several thousand dollars in accepting 
the MacDougald proposal and ex- 
pedited work on the project, thus 
saving property owners in the affect- 
ed @rea many thousands of dollars. 

Mr. Dobbs’ statement came on the 
heels of an ultimatum delivered by the 
Georgia chapter, Associated Contrac- 
tors of America, to Mayor I. N. Rags- 
dale Monday, in which members of 
the association served notice that they 
will not bid on other work contem- 
plated by the city until. remedial 
measures are taken to assure “tom- 
petitive bidding’ and unless “legal 
restrictions are imposed making it 
mandatory on city council to acéept 
the lowest responsible bid.” 

Mayuvr |. N. Kaygsdate declared he 
would submit a- letter adtiressed to 
him by the association and resolu- 
tions passed by that body at a meet- 
ing held April 19 to ¢ity council at 
its next meeting. He declined to dis- 
cuss the matter, saying he wished to 
give the matter further thought. 

Neely Makes No Statement. 

Frank Neely. chairman of the At- 
lanta bond commission, declined to is- 
sue any statement regarding action 
of the contractors. Alexander Mac- 
Dougald, president of the MacDougaul 
company, was out of the city and 
could not be reached,

TRAINING THE BABY. 

Mother should begin the training of 
the baby to* contro) the bladder as 
early as the sixth’or seventh month. 
A. baby should no. longer have acci- 
dents in the daytime after he is two 
years of age. Many infants do not 
acquire complete control of the blad- 
der, that is, cease wetting the bed, 
until they are three years of age. 
‘It is, therefore, inadvisable to under- 
take any medical or other treatment 
than proper hygiene and training to 
overcome the bed wetting habit in a 
child under three years of age. 


The way to begin the training is 
simple.

LIVER COCKTAIL IN PERNI- 
CIOUS ANEMIA. 

Liver is proving. such a tremendous 

help in the treatment of pernicious 


anemia patients that there is no doubt 
that the healthy mortal will. have to 
be content with going without it, un- 
less some other remedy is found to 
be as efficacious. Some physicians now 
hold that the other meats, especially 
kidneys, are equally effective, but 
this has not been proved yet, although 
the Minot-Murphy, pernicious diet 
does recommend other meats being 
used also, 

In the severe cases, raw liver is 
recommended. This seems repellant 
to ws, but we eat raw oysters and 
raw clams without making any faces, 
so there is no doubt that the taste 
for raw liver can also be cultivated. 
Dr. Wilkins, in a reeent number of 
the American Medical Association 
Journal, gives a liver cocktail which 
he says, if begun in small amounts, 
will soon be liked well enough to be 
taken in fairly large doses twice a 
day At his suggestion, this cock- 
tail was worked out by Miss Clara 
Schroeder, of Piqua, Ohio. It fol- 


lows: 
Liver Cocktail. 

Preparation: 

Liver—As soon as each order of 
liver is received at the kitehen, care- 
fully remove all the veins and tough 
parts. Rinse in cold water. Put the 
prepared liver through a meat grind- 
er twice, using the finest cutter. 
ice immedately. (One- 
half pound of liver makes four table- 
spoonsfuls of crushed product. 


Se Sauce—Prepare a sauce as follows: 
Tomato catsup, 1-2 cup: lemon juice, 


1-4 cup: .Worcestershire sauce, two 
teaspoonfuls: chives (finely chopped), 
1-2 teaspoonful; salt and pepper to 
taste, Mere 

Cocktail—Mix the liver and. sauce 
in the proportion of one part crashed 
liver to two and one-half parts of 
sauce, Chill thoroughly and serve 
in a cocktail glass with salt crack- 
ers or wafers. , 


Administration. 


A patient will acquire a taste for 
this liver cocktail. For a few days 
the amount offered should be very 
small, and then gradually increased 
until the patient readily accepts two 
cocktails daily, each of from two to 
four tablespoonfuls of crushed liver. 
It is essential that the following 
recommendations be strictly adhered 
to: Every tough part must be care- 
fully removed and the liver finely 
ground: the cocktail must be served 
cold and eaten with crackers; time 
must be allowed ench. patient to “de- 
velop a taste” before large amounts 
are offered.
